Secondly, There was an Att palt by the Convention of Eſtates, Ar 
220 15 85. conformed to the deiireot the Generall Afembly 1583. fora 
common band and union betwixt the ewo Kingdomes, wherein the 
Eltates found it neceJary tor their owne ſafety, and the ſafety of Re- 
ligion, not onely tojoyne all their Forces at home, bur alſo to enter 
in a league, and Chriitian Confderation, with all Proteſtant Princes 
and Eitates, againſtthe bloody I-ague at T rent, and doe thinke that 
this defence of the Goſpell, is the molt lawfull Cauſe that Chriſtians 
can maintaine and defend, eſpecially this union betwixt the two king- 
domes, againit all attempts contrary to either of them,to be a neceſſa- 


ry ſecurity for both their Eitates, and they conceive the ſame league 


© be offenlive and defen(ive in marters of Religion, and doe lolemnly 
ſweare to confirme the whole Articies thereofin the next Parliament, 
and neither to ſpare their lives nor goods in the quarrell,' and main- 
tenance thereof, both againſtForaigne Invaſion, and inteſtine Inſur-

bed by ill the Subjects of that Kingdome , together with the generall 
band therein, by the Order of the King, Countt!l and Convention of 
States, the Sut j:&s did (weare to.j»yne and concurre with the whole 
Forces of their Friends and Favournes: againt whatioever Foraine, or 
Inteitine Powers of P.piſts and cheir partners, ſhall arrive or rite, 
within that Land,or any fart therectyieady to defend or purſue them, 
and therefore the caulc being the lame, the parties -veing the ſame, ind 
the danger being the ſame, now weare.bound to p:rtorime, now what 
we promited them. . | 
Thirdly, \Ve titan | obliged £5 Enzlind, for old kindnefle to ns be- 
ing in theſame poltare chen,that they are in now,forin the yeare 15586, 
and 1 557, the Eitares of this land, finding the Reformation of Reli= 
gion, oppoſed, by their owne Princes with Armes and violence, and 
themſelves oppretſed-by the Popith Army, ſought and obtained the 
alliitance of an Army trom England, upon the Conditions Recorded 
inthe Hiitory whereby they expelled the Fraxch Army, made the pa- 
Cifcation;at [ eeth held tae Parliament 1560. eltabliſhe] the Religion. 
Therefore they got new ailitance frum Enyland, to ſupprefſe the ge- 


nerall popith faftion, whereby they tooke in the Caitle of Edenburgh 


from the Lord of Gr.nze, and in that publicke Printed prayer, pretixe 
© the Pſu/me Buoke, we iolemnely promil d never to forget their kind- 
neſſe againſt the French, and we call to min.le the maniteitat ion cf the 
lawfulneTeof theexpedicivn into England, we itand obliged ro them 
for their late kindneiſe, for they not onely refuſed to levy Arnies a- 
aint us inthe Ja-tiroubles, bur alſo dil mediate for a Treaty, did 
welcome a-.d kindly entertaine our Army tor a yeare, did freely be 
tow upon us theic Brotkerly. atſiftance of thirty choutand pound, 
whereupon we acknowledged our thankfulnefſe,not to confi't in etfe- 
: ion and words at that time, but in the mutuall kindnefſe and reall 
- Declaration to be expeRted from the whole Kingdome of Scotland, in 
all time to come, belides ſolemne promiſes and Vowes,repeated in our 
late Declaration, and Information, publiſhed to the world, wherein 
we aſſure them of our helpe, in their need, as in the Remonltrance 
of the: States of Sc1land, 163g. page 28. Remonſtrance to the Parlia- 
ment of Englaud 1640. page 15,16.Intentions of the Army of Stotlang, 
neare the end. 


Fourchly, The common danger eminent to both Kirkes and King- 
| domes 
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domes doe invitens to helpetiem, for as we have expreit in many D:cl[4- 
rations, Weand they {ale in one buttome,, dv.£il in one honte, aren em- 
b-rs ot cne budy, that according to their owne Principles, it either of 
the ewo Nations or Kirkes be ruinated the other cannot long fud..ſt, it 
the Parliament of Er:97ard be deftroyed, and Popery belct up there, it is 
a /eading caleto this Kingdome and Kitke, for we have thetame friends 
and focs, thei{anze Cau e,cnd nut run the fame hazard, and many yeares 
excerience hath taught us, what influence Popery and Prelacy in England 
may have upon Scot/21:4,tor from thence came the Pielates, the Cerenio- 
nics, the Buoke ot Common Prayers, Service Booke, and upon our re- 
fula)l the bloody fword came from thence, therefore we are to take Eng- 
Lind; conditions to heart, as a common cauſe, to put forth our helping 
hand,it we tender Religion, Lawes,and Liberties. 

Fi:thly, the common advantage redounding to both Kirkes and King- 
domes, doe pertwade helpe, tor hereby we have a taire opportunity ro 
alvan-< unitormity in De:ipline and Worthip, which wil prove the ft:r- 
et bon ot union, and Butwarke to both. And it is moſt detired by the 
godly, and ino't oppeted by Papiits. They have already laid the foun- 
dation ot 1 goo\ building, by catting out the Prelacy, that great Idol, 
and they are now calling tor our helpe to reare the building, and put on 
the Cap-ſtone in Gods owne time, and alto that union will prove the 
greateit terrour abroad ot both Kingdomes, and the greatett comtort and 
incouragemeat tothe blceding,downe borne Kirkes abroad. And may 


ive the greate t blow to the kingdome of Ancichriit, 


Sixthly, If we torſike Exgland, we torſake our dearelt friends, who 
can be:t helpe us in cafe we be reduced to the like Rtraites hereafter, by the 
common Adverlary, tor the diitance and dittreſſed Eitates of other Pro-' 
re:tant Kirkes, make them unable to helpe us in this kinde, and if we Ye> 
nnJe ouc {elves of the ſtippore of Eng/2nd, by ſinfering them ro linke, we 
4.e not onely betray their ſatety but ow owne, let us doe herein as we 
wou!d be done to, what curſe would we crave of them in caſe the pepith 
and malignant tation did prevaile, by murthers and rapines, as in the 
dayes of Queene Regent did ruine our Kirks and kingdome, certainety 
no Anſizer would be fatisfaftory but timely helpe. | 

Seventhly,It we ſuffer the Parliament of England to be cut off, we have 
loſt our peace with England , becauſe after our diſappointment through 
breach of the Declaration at Dunce, we reſolved to ſecke not a preſent, 
but a durable p-ace tor our ſelves and our poſterity, and the ſureſt meane 
we could pith on,was to ſettle our demands by adviſe of the Parliameac 
of Eg/and,as the beit caution and warrant of our peace, and particular-

{y that Pactiament hath undertaken upon publike faith to purſue and ap- 
prehend any of their ſubje&s that ſhould breake the peace by invading 


this Kingdome, therefore Religion and ſence teaches us to ſee to the pre- 


| ſervation of that amity which did obtaine, and yet doth maintaine our 


Religion and Liberties againſt the defignes of our common enemies in 
Engl ad, Papilts and Prelates ; ſeeing we may remember that theſe per- 
ſons who now bide in the Parliament were the maine impediments for 
Subhiidy. for Levying warre againſt us, and the privy procurers of that 
Brotherly afliitance, and ſo are Pry the inſtruments that will moſt 
ſecure our peace from any dilturbance from that Kingdome , but if they 
be deltroyed, and the Popiſh and Prelaticall faftion, the workers of our 
woe doe over-rule the Parliament, and forced by armes, we may expe& 
warre both from Kings and Parliament, which they will, our power 
may upon three moneths warning, denounce warre againſt us, whereun= 
to they will not want pretences z and we havereaſon to feare, that ſeeing 
they know their dif-appointment ta have come from this Kingdome, 
yea, they doe conſtrutt all, reliſting of the King by Armes,to be Rebellion 
and foule Treaſon ; yea,lome of the Malignants at home reported to 
have vented that the King was not tied to Keepe what he had granted to 
us, becauſe by calling and keeping of that Convention,we have firit bro- 
ken to him, | 
Eighthly, If we ſhould defert them at this time, yet as AZordecay ſaid 
to Fſter, deliverance {hall ariſe to themfrom elſewhere, but we and our 
Fathers houſe may looke for deſtrution, and who knoweth but wee 
arereſtored to our Religion and Liberties, to a free Convention at this 
time, and made a mirror of Gods mercie to all Natjons and Kirks, that 
we may helpe onr Brethren of Erg/azd, powring out their teares and 
bloud for a Reformation, ſuch an occaiion to exprefle love to Chriſt, 
and zeale for his Cauſe, was ncver offered to any Nation : therefore as 
the two Tribes of Rexbenand Gd, with thehalfe of Marngſſeh, did not 
fit downe and take their eale, but went over Fordan, armed betore their 
Brethren,to poſſeſſe them in the Land of Promiſe : fo ſhould we goe be- 
fore our Brethren and helpe them to the liberty of the Goſpel, and ca- 
ſing out of the Canaanite. 
+ Ninthly, That the only means for the procuring of our happy agree- 
ment betwixt the King and the Parliament, by putting up of the ſword, 
and faving Chriſtian bloud from being ſhed, ſuppreſling of Papiſis , . and 


eſtabliſhing Religion in his Dominions : for humble ſupplications and. 


remonſtrances reached ont with naked hands will not prevaile with onr 
adverſaries, who bath invironed our King, and cloſed his earesto the 
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cry of his ſubje&s. But it will be obje&ed, ſeeing our Religion and Lj- 
berties are eſtabliſhed according to our owne deſires, by A& of Alſem. 
bly and Parliament with his Majeſties conſent, and ſeeing his Majelties 
Declaration to the whole Kingdomne, and Letter to every Nobleman and 
Burrough do give aſſurance for preſervation of the ſame without altering, 
we have no intereſt nor hazard however bulineſle goe in England; but 
ſhould keepe our ſelves in peaceand quict, 5 

1. Anſwer, inall theproceedings of this balineſſe we have from time 
to time declared that neither verball promiſes, nor faire Declaraticns for - 
maintaining Religion and Liberty could ſecure us, becauſe we have io of- 
ten found faFz werbis contraria, and that by the power and meanes of 
our adverſaries. As for example,the Treaty at Dunce, when we for his 
Majeſties honor contided to verbal! gracious expreſſions of his Majeſties, 
for conditions of the Treaty, yet afterwards they were denied, and burnt 
by the hands of the Hangman, and all reyerſed that then was condeſ- 
cended on, for our Religion and Liberty, and an Artny levied againſt us, 
it was thecounſell of Monſieur de T how to the Queene Regent of Saint 
Andrervez, for reverſing our firſt Reformation to grant our Predeceffors 
in faire promiſes and Declarations all that they craved, and when there- 
by they thould be divided, to interpret theſe by herſelte: and to take or- 
der with the heads of the opponers : and this policie was uſed by the 
King of France for the ſubverting of the Proteſtant Religion, for he fed 
the one halfe of them with faire promiſes of freedomes and priviledges 
until! he had cut off the other balte,as witnefſeth Afonſiewr de T how, 771

: _ , we have found by former experience that the eltabliſhment of 
our firſt Reformation by an AQ of Aﬀembly and Parliament, could not 
ſecareus from the violent preſſing of innovations againſt both; and 
the now Remontrance, 16.40, pag. 16. we have fully expreſt that no 
Afembly or Parliament,no rotten Cable nor flipping Anchor of Aiticles 


' whereunto we had faſtned our hopes, can be any road or harbor of ſafe- 


ty forus ſo long as our enemies {it at the Helme, and governe the Kings 
Councell, and courſes, and who makes the Kings Majeity by extrajudi- 
tiall Declarations, to enerve and evacuate all that is done in Aﬀembly 
and Parliament, and to interpret Lawes contrary to the advite of Judica-- 
tors of Kirk and State, and of late our mediation betwixt him and his 
Parliament,was reje&ed contrary to the adviſe and judgements of Com 
miſſioners of the peace, the counſell and hardagſwerto the Commil- 


fioners of the Kirk, that it was contrary to any Article of the Treaty,and 


the Ac of thegenerall Afſembly, and his ſtopping of our Commiſſioners 
, £0» 
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to goeto London, contrary to his owne ſafe condud, - 

- 3. Ifthe Parliament of Engl2»4 that now. is , be deiroyed, who ha! 
undertake for our ſafety, as the Kings Declarations of his owne Intenti- 
Gns cannot exceed his perſon, nor lecureus at the han.s of his Predece(< 
{ors,ſo we may pecccive in the late diſcovery of the plots of the Scots, Eng- 
liſh and Iriſþ Papiits, that theſe Declaratians can beno ſufficient ſecurity 
againit rhe {urpriling of Papitts and Malignants, if they be permitted £9 
carry armes within atty of the kingdomes. | 

But we a poore people not able for ſuch an undertaking. 

For anſwer,the repre{ertative b.zdy of the Kingdome now coaveened, 
can belt fatisfe this objzRion, Secondly when God cals his people, and 
makes them willing, he gives them allo Reeugth, that through him th-/ 
doevaliancly, Thirdly, Gcd hath helped us in all enterpriſes for his 
Cautle, and he will yet provide, in the Mount ic ſhall be icene, we were 
but poore the laittime, we went to the field in his errand, and yet he 
provided {or us beyond expectation, lis hand 1s not ſhortned that he 
cannot iave, if the Lord call us, he will be wich ns, and it he be with us 
we ſhall not want, we hope the wile convention Ot States will fee to the 
conditions that the Kingdome receive as little detriment as may be, onel 
let us not thin it ltrange if the beſt works meet with the greatel? difficul- 
ties, Thirdly, it is obj:&ed they will not imbracea Presbyreriall govern- 
waentin the Kirk, and to no hope of yaitormity. Aniwer, they have al- 
ready put out Epiſcopall government, root and branch , neither will 
they, nor doe the Proteitant Kirks know ot any other but Presbyteriall 

Secondly, their zealous predeceifors hawng in the dayes of Queen E!7>., 
adyentured upon many and keavie ſufferings for ſetting up a Presbyte- 
riall government, were borne downe with the ttreames of the times, and 
the power of Prelacie; andit any zealaus man amongltt them have their 
ſcruples againſt Presbyreriall government, ive truit the Lord will reveale 
the rruth unto them, | 

Thirdly,They have in many declaramt, exprei their refolutions and 
gelires for uniformity. : 
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
